KANSAS CITY HAS A LANDSLIDE. 


A Boy Buried in the Ruins and Three 
Houses Demolished. — 

Kaneas Crry, Mo,. March 17.—[Special.]— 
There was a landslide in the heart of Kansas 
City today, burying three houses and carrying 
with it the terror of aslide down the Rocky 
Mountains. The slide was on the steep side 
of Eighteenth street, between Terrace and 
Mercier streets. It is estimated that 1,000 
tons of earth and rock, carrying trees and 
fences, root and branch, went down the. hill, 
completely covering three large dwelling 
houses. In the house of John Fugett, Frank, 
the 6-year-old son, was buried in the débris. 
The mass of rock and earth that slipped away 
left a ragged looking hole in the hillside, fifty 
feet long by ten feet deep and thirty feet wide. 
The two-story houses were crushed like egg- 
shells, the roof of only one of them being 
visible. There is considerable alarm in the 
neighborhood now, as the ground is cracking 
and in the present moist weather a general 
slide may occur.

_ FAIR WORKINGMEN. 


The Seale Proposed Is the Minimum Rate 
Indorsed by the Trades Unions—Argu- 
ments in Behalf of the Proposition— 
Power Contractors Would Have With- 
out Some Such Arrangement—The Ques- 
tion Discussed at the Joint Meeting of

The position of thé Labor Committee is con- 
tained in the fol paper which was pre- 
sented by Chairman P. J, Miniter and forined 
the subject for. ion. The statement is 
addressed to the directory and President 
Gage. The rate of wages is to be fixed later, 
but wall be on the basis of union rates: 


The Labor Committee's Statement. 


We respect acknowledge the favorable con- 
sideration you have'so far ‘given to the proposi- 
tions relative to the employment of labor on the 
World's Fair buildings, submitted to you by the 
committee of the central lebor organizations of 
this city, and do sincerely hope that the adoption 
by you of the eight-hour afid arbitration proposi- 
tion will be followed by the adoption of the one 
remaining propésition, which we believe is abso- 
lutely essential ‘to the establishment and main- 
tenance of harmonious telations between the 
workingmen and the contractors who may be se- 
lected to do the work required. 

The proposition we refer to is this: that each 
contract shall contain the following clause: 

“The party of the ae¢ond part (meaning the 
contractor) further covenants and agrees with 
the party of the first part (meaning the directory) 
to pay to the artisans, mechanics, laborers, and 
wageworkers employed upon the work called for 
uy this contract at Jeast the minimum rate of 
wages paid union labor.” 

This proposition, substantially, was submitted 
to your subcommittee at our last conference as a 
substitute for the vague proposition to employ 
union labor, as far as possible, and was held over 
as a matter for more matare and complete consid- 
eration. In support of this proposition we re 
spectfully submit the following : 

First—The principle of. a minimum rate of 
wages is a humane one. It restrains the con- 
tractor from taking advantage of the necessities 
of the helpless workers, who may be, and as a 
matter of fact are, forced by sheer want and the 
fierce competition of their unemployed and hun- 
ary fellows to work for wages wholly insufficient 
to support life itself, let alone to acquire those 
essontials of home life and the conditions of civil- 
ization implied in the idea of American citizen- 


ship. 
Second—That this proposition contains no néw 
e;nor dées it involve the ‘so- 


tion, you cannot be rightfully charged with estab- 
lishing a precedent tending to disturb the normal 
relations between employers and employés, or 
others who favor abedlute, unrestricted com- 
petition ‘in the labor*market, and who buy 
labor, which is human life itself, exactly 
as they buy merchandise, edtton, corn, or hogs. 
The cheaper the purchase thé better pleased the 
buyer, who is exther ignorantly or wilifully blind 
to the inhuman character of such traffic. 

Third—This principle of a minimum rate of 
wages is in practical operation here, established 
after many long and. expensive contests; and it 
is inevitable that all effort will be made by organ- 
ized labor to maintain the principle. Hence the 
recognition by you of the minimum rates already 
established here and the adoption by you of a 
fair minimum for all other classes of labor will 
assuredly establish the most harmonious rela- 
tions and prevent possible discord that will mar 
and perhaps irretrievably injure the Exposition. 

Fourth—The possible objection to the establish- 
ment of a minimum rate of wages by the World’s 
Fair Directory, that in consequence thereof large 
numbers of unemployed or poorly paid workers 
would be thereby to come to this city, 
we meet thus; 

An Influx of Labor Not Expected. 

In the first place, we do hot fear such a result, 
Should it happen we at Isast neither could nor

THE CRY OF THE TAXEATERS. 

The amount of money which the city can 
spend this yedr for municipal purposes other 
than schuals, interest on the debt, public 
sibrary, judgments, and improvements paid 
for by special assessments is $7,735,000. That 
is made up-of what it gets from licenses and a 
general 2 per cent tax. The taxeaters at the 
City-Hall ate /olamoring that this is not 
enough, and that $3,592,000 more, or a total of 
$11,327,000,-is absolutely necessary. Every 
saloon bummier who hopes to get on the city 
pay-roll as a teward for political services 
swells this cry, and the taxeating organs 
maké it the subject of their editorials. The 
City of New York is ran on a grossly extrava- 
gant scale. Each department costs, consider- 
ing the work done, nearly twice what it would 
were a° private corporation in charge of it. 
Yet New York City manage#to waste only a 
little over twelve millions on those municipal 
purposes for which the Chicago taxeaters ask 
for eleven millions. 

Taxpayers will: please take notice that this 
loud call for three and a haif more millions of 
spending money does not come from the Re- 
publican side of the house. That party in 
the platform adopted at its recent city con- 
vention. asks for nothing of the kind. It 
does not propoge to increase taxes at all. 
Neither does Mr, Washburne, its candidate. 
His program is to clean, police, and light the 
city with funds obtainable under existing 
laws, He had hie party appreciate the fact 
that the citizéns of Chicago pay many million 
more taxes than the seven and three-quarter 
millions mentioned above. They pay for 
schools, county purposes, parks, interest on. 
debts, drainage purposes, special assessments, 
etc., about twenty millions more. They pay 
per head nearly as much as the inhabitants of 
the wealthy, profligate City of New York. 
They pay enough. They can make a better 
use of the additional threc and a half millions 
which it i¢. proposed to take from them than 
the city can. Therefore they should be al- 
lowed to spend it their own way. 

The Cregierite taxeaters say they want this 
three and a half-millions to clean,ehght, and 
otherwise improve the city. That is folderol. 
If they got it they would divide it into 3,500 
thousand-doilar parts and give one of them to 
each of 8,500 sturdy bummers, hustlers at the 
primaries, loafers in the saloons, in order 
that that ad 1 number of votes might be 
bought for the “‘machine.” For, whatever 
they may say, it must he understood that 
these spoilsmen of the City-Hall never look on 
taxes as a fund to be expended for the good of 
the people, but as one tobe used to furnish 
the means of livingto men who are too lazy 
to earn their bread by the sweat of their brow 
like the rest of the community. Tothe good 
citizen’ taxes mean security for life and prop- 
erty and improveménts; to the City-Hall gang 
they mean wages for political services. 

Honestly expended, handled as private men 
manage their resources, the revenues of the 
city are ample. If fot every dollar it paid out 
it got a dollar’s worth of work this city would 
ve a model,’ No such desirable of things 
can be expected, however, under the present 
Administration. -ot one like it. And, lest the 
voters should see this and act on it, the Demo- 
crats, fronr Palmer down,.are trying to force

sessed by every juryman that if he convicts a 
member of the Mafia his life is not worth a 
week’s pur ” This view of the case is 
supported by the dispatches from. New Or- 
leans saying that cards published by some of 
the jurors indicate Foreman Seligman to have 
been responsible for the verdict, and that 
some of the jurymen entered the jury box 
with the intention of acquitting the prisoners, 
while the others were mostly boys, or men of 
not much character, who readily yielded to 
any verdict rather than stand a long confine- 
ment. 

The latter part of the statement is signifi- 
cant of much more than is stated init. Evi- 
dently some members of the jury were bribed 
to bring in a verdict of acquittal or as near to 
that as possible. They were paid to stand 
out, and, a hint to this effect being given, the 
weaker minded ones knew they were to be 
shut up for a long term unless they agreed 
with the others. But there was to them 4n- 
other argument, which would be strong or 
weak according to the moral bravery of the 
individual. They had proof that certain Ital- 
ians were banded together 40 secure the de- 
feat of justice, that proof bemsg furnished in 
the fact that their associates had been bribed. 
Naturally this carried with it the fear 
that with or without the formality of a 
Mafia »condemnation to death they were 
tolerably well assured of at least an attempt 
at assassination by some of the more desper- 
ate Ones in that society. It is no wonder if 
some of their number reasoned thus: “My 
vote will not insure a conviction. The jary 
would disagree anyway if I voted to condemn. 
But that would mean to me a long confine- 
mentin the jury-room and a thrust of the 
stiletto after my release. It will be much 
safer for mé to vote for acquittal, and all the 
better, as I can get a thousand dollars for 
doing it. Money and life are far better than 
poverty and death. I choose the former, 
though in doing so I have to sacrifice my con- 
victions of right and help to let the criminals 
go free.”’ ; 

If these statements be true then the killing 
of these murderers will probably be the means 
of breaking up the criminal organizations 
which some Italians have brought across the 
ocean with them, and putting an end to the 
commission of a kind of crime which unfortu- 
nately has been frequent among certain classes 
of Italians. It should be remembered that 
there is a great difference between Italians in 
this country. Only about 15 per cent of them 
come from the more peaceful North. The 
rest come from Southern Italy and th two 
Sicilies, a more passionate people, who have 
béen nutaed to regard the vendetta asa duty 
and the stiletto as the best available instru- 
ment for carrying out its requirements. Those 
from the North are generally mechanics, ac- 
customed to work for a living and to observe 
the laws, while perhaps the great majority of 
the others belong to the peasant class. The 
Don Chiseiotte Della Mancia is entitled to the 
credit of having observed this distinction. 
While‘claiming that Italy ought to demand 
that instant measures be taken to protect the 
Italian colony in New Orleans (the peaceably 
disposed ones are in no danger) it adds: “ It 
is just also to recognize the fact that similar 
incidents would not occur if the towns on the 
Atlantic littoral were not infested with the ex- 
galley slaves of Europe.” 


HAMILTON AND JEFFERSON. 

Some Republicans of this city have formed 
a club and have named it Hamilton, after that 
great statesman of the Revolutionary era, of 
whom Mr. Webster said, speaking of the cha- 
otic state of American finances after the Revo- 
lution : 

He smote the rock of the National resources 
and. abundant streams of revenue gushed forth. 
He touched the dead corpse of Public Credit and 
it sprang upon its feet. 

These Republicans, being attached to the 
Constitution of the United States, may have 
been guided also in the choice of a name for 
their organization by the fact that it was owing 
to the superhaman efforts of Hamilton that 
New York ratified the Cofstitution despite the 
bitter opposition of the powerful Jeffersonian 
Democrat, George Clinton, and thus made the 
Union possible, for without the cvodperation of 
New York the efforts to create a “more per- 
fect Union ’’ would have failed. _ 

Tho Chicago Heraid feeis called on to re- 
buke these Chicago men for their choice of a 
name for their club, and intimates that they 
are either fools orsnobs. Then it denounces 
Hamilton asan “ aristocrat” with “ an odious 
policy,” “‘a safe guide for no true American.” 
The only guide, it says, for Americans is 
Thomas Jefferson—the man who owed his 
election to the Presidency over Burr to Ham- 
ilton’s magnanimity. 

This provokes the inquiry, not as to the 
methods of either man, for methods change 
with circumstances, but as to the kind of Gen- 
eral Government which each of them wanted 
the thirteen colonies, after independence was 


Confederation which Jefferson favored he 
fought for.its adoption in the Federalist and 
in the New York Convention and by tongue 
and pen with the people, and after it was 
adopted he sought to breathe his own National 
Union spirit into it, With the aid of Wash- 
ington and Marshall, of Webster and Clay, 
and of Lincoln and Grant he has done so. 

Jefferson, on his side, labored to narrow the 
scope of the Constitution and magnify at its 
expense the power of the State Governments. 
His worst attempt was in the Kentucky reso- 
lutions of 1798, where he laid down the prin- 
ciple that a State had a right to pass on the 
constitutionality of an act of Congress, thus 
depriving the Supreme Court of its functions 
and nullifying the law. That doctrine is 
treason now, 

This Jeffersonian treasonable dictum was 
elaborated by Calhoun into the nullification 
doctrine that “if a State deemed itself 
wronged by an act of Congress it could de- 
clare the act of no effect,” and that the only 
tribunal which could settle the controversy 
was a Convéntion of the States. Out of this 
grew the Jeff Davis and Democratic doctrine 
of the right of a State to secede. Thus the 
great and bleody Civil War and the attempted 
secession of fifteen States can be traced back 
to Jefferson's attempt to put his destructive 
construction on the Constitution of the Union. 
Thus Jefferson instilled almost enough poison 
into the popular mind to: wreck the Union. 
It cost 600,000 lives and five billions of prop- 
erty to beat it down. 

The Constitution as it stands does not meet 
fully the ideals of Hamilton. If it did it 
would be impossible for to be mitr- 
dered in Louisiana or blacks in Mississippi, 
with the General Government powerless to 
protect, redress, or punish. But it is far 
nearer to his ideas than to the disruptive, 
anarchistic ideas taught by Jefferson. It has 
become a Government of the pedple of the 
United States by the people of the United 
States and not a National Government by the 
States for the States. Therefore that organ- 
ization which selects the name of Hamilton is 
far more in harmony with the existing spirit 
of American institutions than one which takes 
the name of Jefferson, whose principles of 
constitutional interpretation have the brand of 
treason and the bloody stain of the Rebellion 
on them.

Taz cabies from Italy bring the informa- 
tion that the paper called Popolo Romano has 
indulged in the following vainglorious talk 
in reference to the New Orleans tragedy : 

Relying on the foresight of the American an- 
thorities and out of regard for a sincerely friend- 
ly Power Italy has from sending an 
ironclad to the mouth of thé Mississippi. 

This paragraph alone. furnishes the reason 
why the United States should have a good and 
efficient navy. If we had one today there 
would not be any of this kind of talk by the 
Italian newspapers about sending ironclads 
over the ocean with ordets to sail up the Mis- 
sissippi and bombard New Orleans, nor would 
there be any vaporing to the.effect of its being 
simply due to Roman magnanimity that the 
coast cities of the United States are allowed to 
escape punishment. They would not vaunt in 
that way if we had a fleet, and it is idle to 
talk that way now, it being an open question 
if the Italia ironclads could get safely across 
the Atlantic. It is pleasant to know that 
there will not be much longer any room for 
such boasting. We have now on the stocks 
three warships, any one of which could smash 
to pieces any two of the vessels in the Italian 
navy, They ill be finished in about two 
years, and after that date there will~ «be 
any more of the belligerent -kind of talk on 
the part of Italy, Spain, nor any other of the 
great or little “Powers” of ‘the world, 
England not excepted. These new warships 
will be superior to the Italian vessels in several 
important respects. They will be newer by 
many years, and armed With far more power- 
ful guns, which, if they do not carry larger 
projectiles, willsend them much further and 
with a force which.the mild steei armor of the 
Italian vessels woulli be powerless to resist, 
while ours will be protected by a compination 
of hardened, chilled, and nickel alloyed steel 
over a backing of milder tempered metal, the 
whole forming a shield against which the Ital- 
ian dogs might bark in vain. Then the new 
American vessels will carry coal sufficient for a 
long ocean voyage, while the Italian vessels can 
hardly carry enough coal to take them across 
the Atlantic, providing they were not swamped 
by storms on the way. Hence there is no cause 
for alarm at the innuenddes or mire ‘direct 
threats that have been or may be vented by 
italian newspapers, It is mere gas, and even 
that will not be induiged in a couple of years 
from now.
